My Fellow-Countrymen : : 


The entrance of our own beloved’ country into 
the grim and terrible war for democracy and hu- 
man rights which-has shaken the world creates so 
mcny problems of national life and action which 

. call for immediate consideration and_settlement

a few. words of earnest counsel and appeal with ré- 
gard to them.

AMERICA DAY IN BRITAIN. 


Flag to: be Hoisted on Public Build- 
Ing and People to Wear. It. 


LONDON, April 16.—Although the last 
week has been one of practically un- 
broken victories for the British arms on 
the western front, there has been an 
entire absence of flag waving or other 
external signs of enthusiasm in Great 
Britain. Similarly, America’s entry into 
the war, the significance and importance 
of which have been repeatedly empha- 


sized in-the newspapers and in public 
speeches, has not evoked any form of 
popular dembnetratien. 

“It is as if the nation.jis bottling. up 
all its enthusiasm until the triumphant 
end, which it is confidently anticipated 


will be reached. 

A movement, however, has now been 
Started to make next Friday * Ameri- 
can Day,” in celeBration of the appear- 
ance of the Stars and Stripes among 
the allied flags. The suggestion is that 
everybody on that day wear, or other- 
wise display, the American flag, while 
Old Glory be hoisted on public build- 
ings throughout the country. Friday 
has been chosen as especially appro- 
getate because a dedicatory service has 

éen arranged in St. Paul’s on that day. 
- The Lord Mayor of London has sent a 
letter to the press urging a flag display 
and announcing that he has already ar- 
ranged to fly, the Stars and Stripes 
alor.gside the Un 
sion House, hoping that it will be taken 
up throughout the_kingdom. 

The scheme has not been promulgated 
by officia) authority, but there is every 
likelihood that it will be enthustasticall 
adopted. So far as London is concerned, 
the Lord Mayor's lead will certainly 
be followed, and it is expected that 
when the King and Queen and the 
American Ambassador drive through the 
streets to the ckthedral there will be 
such a display of the Stars and Stripes 
as London has never before seen.

MARVELS OF TEAM WORK 


Adequate Military and Naval Pre- 
paredness, Including Universal 
Service, Essential to Success.

* WASHINGTON, April 15,—John Bar- 
rett, director of the Pan-American 
Union, discussed unofficially before a 
gathering of diplomats, officials, and 
other interested persons at the Pan- 
American Building tonight some of the 
urgent, practical lessons in war-making 
to be now Jearned and taken advantage 
of by the United States from the experi- 
ence of England and France, His -con- 
clusions were based on’ his two months’ 
visit to those countries, when ‘every fa- 
\cility was afforded him to study -the 
methods and conditions of organization 
and administration for the conduct of 
the war. Mr. Barrett said, in part: 

‘The first great impression one now 
gains in England und France is that of 
the co-operation or ‘team play’ every- 
where evident, from the relations be- 
tween the Governments themselves down 
to those’ between tue humblest laborer 
and the captain of industry. 

“ The secona condition that stands out 
is that of the extraordinary organiza- 
tion and system which characterizes ev- 
erything that is being done. Nothing 
now seems to be worked out’by hap- 
hazard individual or selfish act. Ev- 
erybody is working under a major plan 

nd superior authority. A mighty chart 
ould almost trace out wl.at each person 
is doing for national service. 

‘The third influence making for the 
success of those nations is their splendid 
efficiency now inspiring all classes of 
effort—the industrial ‘worker in the fac- 
tory as well as the soldier on the firing 
line; the shop girl at the counter as 
well as the society girl in the hospital, 
the messenger boy and the business 
manager, the ‘Tommy’ or ‘ poilu,’ and 
the General. ° 

“The fourth fact that looms large 
is the all important part women of every 
class are playing in many lines: of un- 
dertaking and responsibility. The wo- 
men of the so-called highest and titled 
classes are working cheerfully along- 
side the humblest women and girls, in- 
dulging in equal self-sacrifice, devoting 
long hours to their duties withouc pro- 
test, and generally, after a very brief 
period of training, doing their task 
with even more efficiency than the men 
they have released for the front! 

“ The fifth influence that means at 
things for thie staying qualities of these 
countries is the unstinted and sincere 
pceptlar support of. the legal limitations 
on consumption of food and on the use 
and sale of, intoxicating liquors. Here 
is a great lesson for the United States 
that cannot be learned and acted upon 
too soon.

‘* The sixth but not the least war char- 
acteristic is the absolute intolerance of 
any act or utterance which can be con- 
strued as a sign or su stion of dis- 
loyalty to the cause of e nations at 
war. At first, both England and/ France 
were gravely hampered by the voices of 
men and women whose criticism bor- 
dered on doubtful ground, For the de- 
fense of the realm and republic vf 
now have been practically all eliminated.

THE MAN WITH THE HOE. 

The hero of the hour is the man 
with the hoe. The nation’s welfare, 
perbaps the fate of the nation, or 
even ef the world, may depend upon 
the man behind the plow as truly as 
upon the man behind the gun, There 
ig @ basis of truth in the idea, and 
there are limits to it. The fact that 
agriculture is the one great system 
fof production which depends upon 
muscle power is worth thinking 
about. Machinery has been applied to 
farming, but mot power on any great 
acale.. Horses go ahead of the plow 
ag truly as six million farmers go be- 
hind it. It takes more land to grow 
corn and oats and general fodder for 
a horse than fora man. It is a waste 
of land to put it to supporting 26,- 
000,000 horses instead of a larger 
number of men. This country could 
support men instead of horses if 
‘power other than muscle were put 
ahead of the machines they draw. 

The bonanza farms use gasoline 
mastodons, but the farmer on a 
smaller scale sticks ‘to his horse for 
lack of a gasoline pony. There is no 
jlack of proof of what power can do to 
| relieve the man with the hoe of his 
pack-breaking, muscle-tearing work. 
‘We plew, plant, and harvest by 
machines, but for the most part 
mruscle moves the machines. With 
oxen farmers scratched the ground. 
With horses they plow inches deep. 
Power plows, cultivate a foot deep, 
reaching sources of fertility and 
moisture in the subsoil which other- 
wise escape. There is talk of enlist- 
ing two million boys for farm ‘work. 
Even women are liable to be im- 
pressed here as they have been in 
other countries. 

No opposition to such proposals 
should be made.. They wil] do good in 
supperting themselves even if what 
they rajse never reaches the stat{s- 
tical supply. But in proportion that 
unaccustomed muscles are put ahead 
of the farmers’ tools, or behind them, 
the pity grows: Our main reliance 
must be upon the men accustomed to 
such work. They should be,teinforced 
with power as well as with tools. The 
gure proof of it is that the Germans 
gaake it their business to destroy all 
farm tools which fall into their power. 
Wagons are sawed in two and farm 
mathinery disabled. A farmer who 
has @ tractor commands the power of 
several horses, 
| Phe food agitation suggests further 
that. our farmers are as unorganised 
ag our banks used to be, In foreign 
number fewer hun- 
dreds than they number thousands 
with us. But our industries, except 
farming, are organized in units of a 
size without parallel except in Ger- 
many. Our. industrial workers are 
many, but our industrial companies 
are few. The suggestion is that our 
agriculture would benefit by organ- 
ization ‘as much ‘as by power. The

tack the high cost of living becapse 
it is the cheapest way to abundance, 
and abundance is the greatest enemy 


of the problem as the planting season 
wanes. Machinery is a greater saver 
of time than of labor. _The man on 
a tractor can do more and do it 
quicker than men with hoes and 
horses. Thet is the way. the problem 
is ‘attacked abroad, using our own 
tractors, Yet those treating our emer- 
gency slight the use of machinery in 
the country where it was ‘mvented, 
and whence it-is being exported. 

NOW FOR UNIVERSAL SERVICE. 

The passage in the House of Repre- 
sentatives by a unanimous vote of the 
$7,000,000,000 war budget leaves the 
members free to act upon the next 
and not less important, step towerd 
preparedness, the organization of the 
United States Army on a war beals, 
The manner of the passage of the 
money bill justifies the hope that there! 
will be no futile bickering over-the 
provisions of the Army bill,. that it 
will be passed without delay. All the 
proposed amendments to the finance 
bill, which would have hampered the 
Government in carrying out its plans, 
such as TowneERr’s, to restrict the bond 
issue; SLOAN’s and Grren’s, te provide 
for the appointment of a joint Con- 
gressional committees to co-operate in 
making the loans; Moonrr’s, to fix the 
maturity of the bonds to thirty or 
fifty years, were voted down. Not a 
seore of votes was cast for any amend- 
ment. 

In the same spirit amendments to 
the Army bill designed to cripple its 
effectiveness should be defeated. We 
must have a great army, it must ‘be 
trained. If we gre to send soldiers 
to France they must be disciplined 
and instructed troops, Hke those 
of Great Britain who have lately 
achieved a great historic victory, 
Those troops were ell trained quickly, 
as ours must be. We have the men 
who can accomplish as much when 
they have been taught how to do it, 
we have the means te arm and equip 
them, but we can get them “together 
only by boldly adopting a system, of 
universal service, Every man Hable 
to military duty who is fit to serve, 
who can be spared from other work 
needful to the welfare of the nation 
and the triumph of world democracy, 
must find his place in the army. All 
talk in this hour about sticking to the 
diseredited volunteer system is based 
on ignorance or prefudice, or ig de- 
signed solely to delay our defensive 
measures.

COLUMBIA’S WAR HOSPITAL. 

The project conceived by Dr. J, 
BENTLEY Squies to build a war hos- 
pitel on the Columbia oval in the 
Bronx was accepted py the Trustees of 
Columbia University only a fortnight 
ago, but the plang have already been 
made and accesited and the work has 
already had a practical beginning. 
The pavilions te be bullt at once will 
contain’ beds for 500 persons, and the 
hospital will be available in case of 
any. serious accident in this neigh- 
borhood, as well as for war, It will 
be, from the beginning, a well-ap- 
pointed centre for the training of sur- 
geons, nurses, and others who intend 
to take part in the Red Cross work 
at the seat of war. If the United 
States Government is to take over the 
control and operation of the large am- 
bulance service established in Frence 
by American citizens, the need of such 
a training institution ag this at the 
principal. American port will be in- 
creased. ‘ 

All the preliminary details of man- 
agement have been completéd. ‘The 
war hospital will be in charge of sur- 
geons and physicians of iong estab- 
lished repute, Besides the base hos- 
pital, its mobile field units, on the 
Red Cross plan, wit! be in good hands, 
The cost of erecting the buildings 
already planned and meintaining the 
hospital for one year will be about 
$700,000. There is no doubt that this 
sum will be quickly obtained from 
private sources. Large subscriptions 
have already been received, but to 
carry on the splendid work thus in- 
itiated, and to make this practica} 
training hospital a permanent institu. 
tion, as it should be, @ great deal 
of money will be required.

China must borrow not only for the 
cost of the railroads but also for cur- 
rent expenses. She can get no money 
now in Zurope. Japan and tee United 
States are the only. possible sourees 
of supply. ‘Those avho are said to rep- 
resent Japan’s Government suggest a 
jcint loan. Baron Sveuwana, for- 
merly Minister of Finance, now in this 
country, expresses hope that there 
will be such co-operation in financial 
aid, saying it would prevent any con- 
flict of industrial policies. But there 
is some evidence that China, distrust- 
ing Japan, would oppose this financial 
co-operation, while heartily welcom- 
ing separate. assistance from the 
United States. Seo far as the war is 
concerned, China is now one of our 
allies. In its plans for aiding war 
partners in Europe, our Government 
might consider the expediency of giv- 
ing a little help to this one in Asia.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


Among other con- 
sequences of the 
Eastern war for us, and not 

the least desirable 
Possibilities. or important, there 
seems Ukely to come a new, or rather a 
renewed, realization of the enormous 
agricultural possibilities that exist in this 
part ef the country. People have become 
#0 accustomed to hearing the Hastern 
iand, and especially the land of New 
England, described as ‘‘ exhausted,’’ and 
therefore worthless, that most of them 
bave come to believe it, and to think 
hopeless any competition between farm- 
ers here and those out West. ; 

There was an element of truth, though 
omy an element, in these ideas when 
Western land could be obtained for next 
to nothing by anybody who wanted it, 
and the homesteader could move to @ 
new allotment when he had used up the 
original or“ natural” stock of plant 
food in the first. But those days are 
long past, and the Western lands in 
many cases now have s0 advanced in 
price, though not in value, that their 
owners are far more handicapred by re- 
moteness from the great markets than 
Eastern farmers with intelligence and 
capital are by the difficulties they en- 
counter in cultivating their old and often 
stony fields. 

Appreciation of these facts is spreading 
slewly through the East, but they have 
ba@ as yet little effect on the farmers 
of the old school. They, partly because 
they lack the money required for the 
adoption ef new methods, but still more 
because they cling obstinately to the 
¢eustoms of their Colonia] ancestors—cus- 
toms excellent in their time, but lam- 
entably out of date now-—raise scanty 
crops, or none at all, and* industriously 
spread the illusion that there is no profit 
in Hastern farming. They have, too, 
an ingrained contempt for what they cajl 
**beok farming,’ though that means 
simply scientific farming, and they leaye 
the markets at their doors to be supplied 
by farmers who are obliged to pay an 
enormous tribute to the Cranmer aan 
companies. 

‘There are not a few Eastern aE, 
ot course, to whom this description does 
rot apply, and the recent slow increase 
in their numbers should be much his- 
tened by the present movement to sup- 
ply on‘favorable terms the capitel with- 
out which the change from the old or 
Colonial manner of farming to the new 
and scientific manner cannot be made, 


Realizing 


When the military 
critic of the Vossische 
Cold Zeitung, one of Berlin’s 

Comfort. more importent news- 

papers, announces in 
print that letters fromm many of his read- 
ers show that their nerves are beginning 
to give way, he makes a remarkable and 
significant admission and reveals clearly 
the existence in Germany of conditions 
which hitherto have been hoped for, 
rather than known or even suspected on 
demonstrable grounds. And for the re- 
assurance of these persons, anxious at 
last, evidentiy, ag to the outcome of the 
war, he can only tell them, without 
proof, that their excitement is unfound- 
ed and that they should judge the situ- 
ation as a whole, not by single events! 

The dispatch does not state what are 
the’ “‘ single events ’’ to which the mili- 
tary eritic refers, but a safo deduction 
is that he meant thé recent great retreat 
on the Somme,.and the later defeats to 
the eastward of Arras, 

If so, it is manifest that there hag 
been little more belief among the Ger- 
man people than elsewhere in the cffi- 
eial explanation of Hinornsvre’s with- 
drawal, and that the loss of the Vimy 
ridge is judged by them to be an omt- 
nous disaster, the beginning of an end 
now inevitable. And when the German 
people see facts as other people see 
them that end cannot be far below the 
horizon.

Ope outstanding fact alone condemns 
the volunteering system as unfair, 
wasteful, and inefficient. In Engiend, 
at the outbreak of the war, men of the 
professional: classes and from the uni- 
versities rushed ‘to the colors to serve 
in almost any capacity, chiefly as pri- 
vates, draining the country of the very 
men who were most needed soon after 
to officer the new armies. 

While the flower of-the nation was 
thus serving humbly at the front, many 
inferior men were being given commis- 
sions at home. In my regiment we had 
numbers of engineers—civil, mining, and 
mechanical—many of whom were killéd 
or maimed es mere privates, when their 


training and abilities would have been to be 


so much greater an asset had they been 
given commissions nd the engineers or 
artillery. 

I will cite three iat dustances: 

A friend of mine, an electrical engi- 
meer of some 5 » was ‘‘ epplied 
for,” but too late. He was killed as a 
corporal in the infantry. 

An analytical chemist was “ applied 
for” to serve in a Government ng 
tory in connection with explosives. - 
was wounded twice as a private Btn 
he was transferred. 

IX tock four months to secure the 
@ischarge of an expert in artificial 
mba, whose services were urgentiy 
meeded and who had enlisted as a pri- 
vate. 

These men were mobilized at ihe cut- 
break of war, (being obliged to leave 
eccupations where their special abilities 
were sorely needed,) as they were mem- 
bers of regiments’ of the Territorial 
Force, corresponding to your militia.

Ohne of the 
greatest, if not the greatest military 
strategist in Burope, a true patriot and 
a strong, virile man, he found himself 
at the greatest. crisis in his country’s 
history thwarted and hampered,-and ali 
his efforts nullified by a weak, vacillat- | -eeretta 
ing monarch and a régime honeycombed 





While: ail this is tragic enough as it 
affects the Grant Duke personally, the 
Sreater curse of it is thet it affects the 
whole cause of the Allies by the loss of 
this great military asset te the allied 
armies. 

The presence of the Grand Duke in 
Russia at the’ present time is probably 
® source ef embarrassment to the Rus- 
sian Government. For political ana dy- 
naMic reasons it would prebably be un- 
wise for him to attach himself, either 
to the British or Italian service, and 
probably for political reasons also it 
might be unwise for him to go toe 
¥Vrance. There is no reason, however, 
why his services could not be made 
eveilable for our army, and there are 
ample precedents for such a course in 
the cases of Lafayette, von Steuben, the 
Comte de Chambord, and many ‘others. 
While the quality and training of our 
own reguigr army officers is of the 
highest, it is an unquestionable fact that 
no men in our service has had the prac- 
tical experience in actual modern war- 
fare thet the Grand Duke has had, and 
as a member of our General Staff, un- 
hampered by any personal, political, or 
G@ynastic incumbrahces, he would be- 
come ah invaluable asset to our own 
land and incidentally to the whole alled 
cause. 

I take the liberty of suggesting that 
our Department of State borrow the 
Grand Duke from Russia for the period 
of the war. It would unquestionably re- 
lieve. Russia of an embarrassment, give 

an opportunity of doing us a grace- 
ful service, and allow the Grand Duke: 
still to serve his country instead of eat- 
ing his heart out in idleness in the 
Crimea.

James Corrigan, who died a few years 
ste a@ multi-millionaire. 
money in ‘iron and steel. In the 
early days when John D. Rockefeller had 
laid the foundation of his fortune, Cor- 
rigan was just coming. to the financial 
surface. He needed money for ane, of 
his ventures, and John D. Rockefeller 
let him have it. Corrigan ve as ge- 
curity a large and valuable tract of ore 
land. It is said that when the time of 
the loan expired and Corrigan could not 
pay he went to Rockefeller and asked 
him to extend the time. He refu 
Rockefeller took over the ore property, 


and Corrigan sued, claiming the property TASS ~
